Labor is in good supply and 
working well, while continuous fair weather has 
enabled planters to make all possible speed in 
galiherlug the crop. itis not surprising that un- 
der tuese favorable circumstances the decreased 
yield,as compared with last year, bas shrunk 
irom d to 20 per cent.

Campbell: Reinstated—The Police Im- 


broglio—The Legal Aspect of the Situa- 
tion—Several Interviews—The Police 
Commissioners and the Governor. 


The news that the proceedings of the Police | 
Board in removing Chief Campbell haa been 
quashed by the Court of Appeals this morning 
swept through the city like a north breeze, and 
became the one topic of conversation among men 
on Change, at the City Hail, the Court House, 
Four Courts and other centers of political, legis- 
lative and business circles. The feeli was one 
of general cungratulation, the enjo t of the 
discomfiture of the schemers amountiag. almost 
to enthusiasm. What the immediate effeet of the 
decision was, very few could say withjcertainty, 
but anxious ones went to authorities, and, learn- 
ing that its effect was not only to reinstate Col. 
Campbell, but to declare that he had never lost 
the position of Chief, returned to their friends and 
communicated their knowledge, A corps of Post- 
DISPATCH reporters were sent out to glean opin- 
lous, Which are presented herewith :

The Fosr-Dis raren reporter, 
also awaiting an audience with the Mayor, imme- 
diately entered the. clairvoyant state, and in 
spirit accompanied the little doctor into We ener- 
utive chamber.

City Counselor Bell was seen shortly after the 
Doctor’s visit tothe Mayor.

“The decision of the Court reinstating Colonel 
Campbell as Chief of Police, will, it is under- 
stood, be carried into effect at the meeting of the 
Police Board this afternoon. The Mayor and 
General Gooding are in favor of this 
acuon. Commissioners Lutz and Caruth 
are, jt is understood, opposed to such, 
and desire to have the case appealed to the su- 
preme Court. There are only four members of 
the Board at present, and City Counselor Bell 
holds himseif bound to obey the orders of the 
Mayor as President of the Board, unless other- 
wise instructed by resolution of the Board. It is 
therefore net apparent bow an 1 — can be 
taken, a majority of tbe ard not 
being in favor of such action. The 
matter is one of considerable importance 
to Commussioners Lutz and Caruth who, are un- 
der indictment for illegally conspiring to remove 
the Chief of Police. The decision oi the Court of 
Appeals settles that their action is illegal. 

JUDGE KRUM WILL APPEAL. 

Mr. Chester H. Krum, associate counsel with 
Mr. Bell for the inajority of the Police Commis- 
sloners, Was asked if he had consulted with the 
CityCounselor relative to an appeal. He said he had 
not.

amille, was married in Paris. He 
and his bride have now arrived at Rome, and 
are lodged close tothe Vatican. It is ex- 
pressiy stated that they have taken up their 
residence provisionally in the palace of Santa 
Marta, as if to dispel any surmises that the 
court was to be finally located in the neigh- 
borhood of his uncie. Whether he live in 
Rome or return to the sequestered region in 
the south to which the Pecci family belongs 
is a matter of indifference to the church or 
to the Kingdom of Italy. The decision af- 
fects the Pope as an individual and not- as 
Pontiff, Dignity and responsibility isolate. 
vowhere is loneliness more complete than 
onathrone. A spiritual sceptre such as the 
Pope sways marks a circle yet wider around 
him which the ordipary companionship cre- 
ated by a community of cilicial cares and 
aims cannot penetrate. Political circum- 
stances have deepened for Leo XIII. the 
solitude in which a Pope habitually dwelis. 
When he was acclaimed and adored asa 


} sovereign Pontiff by his brethren of the con- 


clave he doubtiess hoped soon to break the 
barriers which his predecessor had chosen 
to raise around him. Pope Pins had, at any 
rate, the satisfaction of having built his own 
jail. His imprisonment was his own volun- 
tary act. Pope Leo merely inherited the 
condition of captive. The policy was not 
his, and it may be conjectured he would not 
have been its author. He is a born diplomat- 
ist and knows how much can be effected in 
statesmanship by personal intercourse. He 


-has social gifts not contined to the composi- 


tion of gracefui Latin verse and would not 
have been displeased to mix with the Ro- 
man world. e could scarcely have suspect- 
ed that the drive he took, on the morning 
after his election, to his private house on 
the other side of the Tiber was to be his last 
escape from the Vatican for long years, if 
not for life.

Nothin 
could be more natural than that a Pope, ane 
especially a Pope of the nature and doom of 
Pope Le», shouid crave for agl mopse of sume- 
thing like common home, He may well wish 
to establish by his side a source of family 
affections and family associations. If it 
should be determined to plant the heuse- 
hold of Count Camille Peeci permanently 
under the shadow of the Vatican the Pope 
will be the gainer, and nobody else is con- 
cerned.

Prospectors have 
searched iu vain. Numerous locations have 
been made, and in sume instauces mines 
nave Deen well developed in this canon, but 
Brown’s ledge refuses to disciose its where- 
abouts. Judge Meyer tuinks it will yet be 
found.
